But ſeing, that, from the beginning of A prill, in this ye- 
1630. when there was a day appointed for a convention 
t Dautſik in Pruſſia, vnto this very month of lune, thete 
s no ſignification of treatie made, by the partic offender, to 
he Commiſlaric of the partie offended, there preſent, and 
xclaring by letters to Dantſik, his readines and power to 
rate; how ſincerely the public peace is de ſired, it is eaſie 
reby to be ludged, eſpeciallie ſeing, their ſcoffings, not 
yof former times, but alſo after they had diſpatched their 
ommiſſaties to Dantſik (by poſſeſſing themſelvs of all 
drtified places and paſſages in Pomer, and preparing them- 
lves more eagerly to warr,then heretofore) doe plainly ad- 
ſe, with whar ſecuritie, any confidence may be put in 
chlike treaties. 

As for the EleQorall convention; it might indeed have 
dne much in that matter, and his Royal Ma. perſwaded 
mſelf. it would ſo have done, if the States of the Empire, 

d obtained the fredom of their auncient libertie, and if the 
wer of evel willers had not taken ſuch root therein, that 
ſeemed, to reicR all internall remedic. they of the con · 

ention did alſo, in their anfwere ( which was in the late 
onth of Aprill conveighed to Stocholme ) praiſe the pea- 
rable intentions, and proffered tranſaction of the molt II- 
ſtrious King of Swethen , offering Withall reciprocall

Iff at any other tyme, he had aided the enemies off the 
Emperour, ot the Roman Empire, or made any leauge with 
heir enimies againſt the, or at leaſt put any othet advice or 
dunſel in executiõ to their prejudice; no man might won» 
at their diffidence, and retaliation of ſom kind of reyen- 
flowing from hence? Now, ſeing ſuch hath alwayes be- 
the conſtancie off his peaceable determination, that he 
th not oaly kept inviolated Freindſ hip and neutralitie 
ring all this German watt; but hath neither before, nor 
ter the ſame, given any luſt pretext, of offence; he can 
ot, but, with moſt iuſt greeff complain before all the word- 
off ſo great an indignitie. 

Wherfore, as his Royall Ma. doth ptoteſt, that theſe his 
mes, ar notas yet prepared, to any prejudice off the Roman 
mpire (with which he hath no inimitie) but only to the 
otection off himſelf, and his, vutil ſuch time, as his Frends 
ad neighbours be put in the ſame cace, in the which all 
ze neigh bourhood, hath before this warr , peaceably flou- 
ed ſo long time; and vntill cheifly the citic Strals 
dund, the balthik ſea, and the Kingdom of Swethen may 
tomiſe vnto themſelves heerafter , more certan ſecuritic: .
